RAILWAYS AND ROADS. 
LETTER FROM MR. JOHNSTON, F.,T.C.D. 

TO THE KDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. | 

Sin,—I accept the vie expressed’: by 
“ Artifex ' in your issue of to-day that the 
transport problem, as a whole, is one 
problem. A comprehensive solution of it 
will require more statistical dafa than are "t 
present in my possessioa. Meanwhile, the 
railway problem is urgent. 

The bulk of our traffic of all descriptions 
is carried by the railways and will continue 
to be carried by the railways. No modern 
community can exist without them. The 
subsidised competition of long*distance heavy 
metor traffic will merely cripple our railways 
and destroy our roads. To create new long- 
distance arteries for road traffic at immense 
expense while the existing railway arteries 
are threatened with anemia would be 
economic folly. 

Heavy road motors are at present convey- 
ing traffic of all descriptions from Tipperary 
to Dublin and back. —ltailway interests have 
a right to say to the State: “ Either stop 
subsidising this heavy iong-distance motor 
traffic or subsidise us.” One methoc of 
putting an end to the subsidy, which at 
present in fact exists, would be to tnpose a 
tax of about £2,000 a year on the five-ton 
lorry. Competition between road and rail- 
way would then be on an equal basis, and 
the railway, being the more economical form 
of transport for heavy goods over long dis- 
tances, would get all this traffic once more. 

There are serious objections to this round- 
about method of removing the subsidy. = It 
is better simply to prohibit lorries over a 
certain. weight from passing over certain 
roads, and to confine heavy motor. traffic to 
the neighbourhood of towns and industrial 
centres, 

The tax paid by all commercial motor 
vehicles ought probably to be increased sub- 
stantially. There is, however, no objection 
in principle to subsidising motor transport, 
so long as it does not react unfairly on other 
transport interests. The community may 
prefer to pay partly as ratepayers and tax- 
payers, rather than as users of motor trans- 
port, for the convenience of being able to 
travel by ‘bus from Dublin to Enniskerry. 
As a practical policy, with reference to short 
distance traffic in goods and passengers in 
the neighbourhood of cities and towns, it is, 
perhaps, wiser not to tax the motor vehicle 


the roads, but to leave it still in the enjoy- 
ment of a. substantial subsidy. Heavy, long 
distance motor transport ought not to receive 
any such encouragement. 

The transport problem, as a whole, is one, 
but the railways are the most important part 
of the transport system. Nothing can be 
regarded as a solution which seems likely to 
impair the efficiency of the railways or is 
an obvious injustice to railway shareholders 
and workers.—Yours, etc..

SCHOOL MANAGERS AND THE 
STATE. 

TO THE ENITNe OF THR IRISH TIMERS 

Sir,—I would like to get some information 
as to the position of managers of national 
schools in the Irsh Free State. Have the 
rules of the former Commissioners been dis- 
carded ” Ruls 40 (d) provided that the 
manager should conduct the necessary cor- 
respondence with the Commissioners. Í have 
recently had occasion to write to the Educa- 
tion Office concerning the appointment of a 
teacher. I received no reply. 1 wrote again 
explaining that the matter was one of 
extreme urgency and up to the present I have 
not been favoured with an answer. Over 
a year ago I wrote on behalf of a teacher 
about arrears of capitation. The receipt of 
my letter was not even acknowledged. I 
wrote again on the same matter some months 
ago, and gtill no reply. have heard the 
same complaint from many managers; there- 
fore, my case cannot be absolutely unique. 

It is surely not too much to expect that 
the ordinary courtesy fMsually observed in 
correspondence be extended to the managers 
of schools. I am supposed to be manager of 
two Church of Ireland schools in a populous 
district. Many matters concerning the wortk- 
ing of these schools have got to lie ‘in 
abeyance owing to the impossibility of 
getting information or advice. What I am 
anxious to know is: Does the esprit de corps 
of the old educational authority still exist, 
or has the system of school government 
altered ? : 

My association with teachers has extended 
ever a long period, and in my position as 
manager, the teacher has always been my 
valued help and friend. The teacher always 
found the manager a ' definite power.’ 
where matters required to be arranged 
between the teacher and the National Board. 
This was due to the fact that the Nationa! 
Board recognised the manager as being tlreir 
‘trusted representative '" and point of con- 
tact with the teacher. His position was 
always upheld by the authorities, and that 
position was in almost every case respected. 
Now what is the state of affairs’ The 
teacher, finds the manager absolutely ignored, 
except in the matter of signing salary claims, 
etc., and practically every attempt to further 
th: interests of the teacher is met by an 
embarassing and discourteous silence. It has 
been so at least in the cases I mention. I 
got one immediate reply—when Í appointed a 
junior assistant. mistress—to the effect that 
she was not sufficiently qualified and could 
not be recognised. 

As citizens we are anxious to support the 
State in every reasonable enterprise. The 
first principle of statecraft is education. As 
renagers, our work is purely voluntary, and 
it occupies a considerable amount of time. 
Schools have to be built and kept in repair. 
Heating and cleaning (assisted by a small 
grant) and repainting, together with 
insurance of teachers and scholars, and also 
school equipment, all devolve on the 
manager. He is the responsible local 
authority for the carrying on of education 
among the young. Since this education is 
th» greatest duty to the State, it is surely 
the first object of the State to support the 
manager in his duty. 

'nless this support is forthcoming, every 
vestige of discipline in our educational system 
will disappear. Teachers know it and fee! 
the need of some ‘‘ local influence ” to sup 
port them in their work. This influence, 
which they have always had in the manager, 
was always at their disposal and seldom 
sii We require no public monument or 
Order: of Merit to proclaim our humble 
efforts, but we at least claim that courtesy 
and sympathy which wil. _ re-establish 
authority, and give a reasonable chance both 
to. teacher and manager in their work for the 
State.—Yours, etc., J. Happock.

THE SHANNON SCHEME, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sirn,—It may be out of place to discuss an 
important item under discussipn in the 
supreme councils of the Irish Free State, but 
I should like to know what proportion of the 
ultimate cost of the Shannon echeme is likely 
to remain in Ireland. The present estimated 
cost is not likely to be the ultimate cost. 
Would it be wild-cat to say that the ultimate 
cost will reach £20,000,000, or that of such 
an amount three-fourths will leave Ireland? 
What volume of business would require to be 
done to meet interest charges on money ad- 
vanced, to pay for the upkeep of the property 
and to give a profit .of, say, one per cent. 
on money lent for the project? 

I know that a lot of figures have been 
totted on the Shannon scheme, but 1 get. con- 
fused by many of these. Before being 
absolutely committed, it would be well to 
know how much of the cost workmen of Irish 
birth are likely to get out of the wages bill 
and how much money will remain in Ireland 
after the last penny of the contract has been 
paid. The commitments of the project seem 
to be heavy; the working out of the scheme 
may be heavier and the ultimate burden 
heaviest of all. Is Ireland to be placed under 
a yoke of commercial enterprise that may 
prove a burden too grievous to be borne ?—

January last was passed by the Dail three 
months ago, and yet several tea: hers entitled 
to share in the grant have received no pa) 
ment. In fact, payment may be withheld for 
several weeks yet, so far as any explanation of 
the delay has been vouchsafed. 

The third quarter of the sx hool year ended 
on April 30th. Claim forms, distributed in 
May, were promptly filled in and returned by 
the teachers. Yet, so far as we are aware, 
not a single payment has been made, although, 
in the vast majority of cases, payment for this 
quarter follows automatical'y on the previous 
payments. We know of no reason why this 
grant should not be distributed promptly, and 
the situation is now alJjl the more urgent in 
view of the fact that very many tea hers, who 
will superintend the annual examinations, are 
due to leave their schools before the middle ot 
June. A serious effort should be made to 
have all the third quarter's payments made 
within the next week. 

The fourth quarter nominally 
July 31st. Practically every school will have 
closed down by the middle of June, and ce 
tainly before the end of June, and to hbid up 
payment until August will constitute a hard 
ship on many teachers, A further difficulty 
arises by reason of the fact that teachers wil! 
have dispersed and canpot readily obtain the 
necessary information and signatures required 
for the claim forms. Accordingly, 1t seems 
only fair to ask that the Department ot 
Education should now arrange- (a) to expedite 
all payments due now; (b) to send fourth 
quarter forms to teachers before their schools 
close ; (c) to make the fourth-quarter payments 
early in July.—Yours, etc.,

During 
the afternoon several other votes were 
passed. There was one for nearly 
£2,000,000 in connection with superannua- 
tion and retiring allowances, another for 
£68,000, a third for £65,000, a fourth for 
£32,000 and a number of others for 
smaller sums. Yet throughout the discus- 
sion on these votes the House was 
nearly empty. On “big” occasions, 
of course, the benches generally are fairly 
well filled; but when really important 
work must be done in the unromantic 
atmosphere of Committee the task of safe- 
guarding the people's interests is left to 
a handful of members. Apart from the 
Ministers, the leader of the Labour Party 
and half-a-dozen others, the popularly 
elected members of Dail Kireann, every 
one of whom is in receipt of a salary from 
the State, seem to take their public re- 
sponsibilities very lightly. 

The primary duty of any Parliament is 
the exercise of the strictest vigilance over 
the expenditure of public money. The prin- 
ciple of no taxation without representation 
is the basis of all modern government. 
and the people have a right to expect that, 
when their money is being apportioned to 
the various spending departments of State, 
their representatives shall be present to 
seo that the best possible use is being 
made of it. There was a time when 
members of Parliament these islands 
tegarded themselves as of the 
people; but that time, fortunately, is no 
more. To-day members are elected by 
popular suffrage; they are paid official 


in 


rulers 


salaries, and, just like any other servants 
of the public, they are required to be 
worthy of their salt. In the Free State 
these do not seem yet to be 
appreciated fully. The old tradition of 
the Irish Nationalist Party at Westminster 
is dying hard, and a great many members 
appear to think that they cam treat the 
people with the same disregard as was 
displayed by their representatives in the 
days of the Home Rule agitation. The 
Irish people, have undergone 
radical changes during recent years. They 
refuse now to elect a man merely because 
he claims to have a good ‘ national 
record.” They have developed a political 
and an economic interest in their own 
affairs, and are beginning to demand that 
their representatives shall express that 
interest in the councils of the nation. 

If Dail Eireann is to become merely a 
registration oftice for the decisions of the 
Executive Council, our Dominion statue will

Hitherto Dail Fireann has failed very 
largely to secure the confidence of the 
people.

confined to a comparatively small number 
of members. But for the fact that the 
Senate does duty with greater 
diligence the people's interests would be 
served extremely badly. Clearly, a change 
is essential. Members must be given to 
understand by their constituents that they 
are neglecting their duties, and that gé 
strict account of their stewardship will 
be reguired from them at the next general 
election. Whether a man supports the 
Government or the Labour Party, whether 
hetis an “Independent’’ or a member tí 
the Farmers’ group, he is first and fore- 
most a representative of the voters who 
sent him to Leinster House. We have 
much sympathy with the suggestion which 
was made by Mr. Heffernan, of the 
Farmers’ Party, last week to the effect 
that members who do not attend the Dail 
ought not to be paid. A system of fines 
would work wonders in the attendance 
sheets, and is well worth the serious con- 
sideration of the Government.

The Law Society. 


Nothing in the pages of Dickens is to 
modern readers more grotesque than those 
passages which describe Mr. Pickwick’s 
sufferings at the hands of lawyers and the 
law. Nevertheless, these passages are not 
caricature. The novelist described the 
operations of the law with no more than 
the exaggeration which his art applied to 
all that he depicted, and we need discount 
but little if we would gain a true concep- 
tion of conditions in the days of our great- 
grandfathers. If to-day the law moves 
swiftly and justly and the courts need te 
feared by no honest man, a large share of 
the thanks must be given to the Law 
Society, which yesterday celebrated the 
centenary of its foundation. In the year 
1825, a band of some two hundred 
attorneys and solicitors came together and 
began the work of bringing discipline into 
legal operations. To-day the Society 
numbers some ten thousand members, and 
receives a nation’s gratitude for its toils. 
The legal trickster has been eliminated ; 
high standards of professional conduct 
have been universally enforced ; legal educa- 
tion has been made thorough and uniform, 
and again and again advice has been given 
in-the preparation of statutes, so that the 
nation has derived in the fullest measure 
the benefits of the accumulated experience 
of the legal profession’ The Law Society 
is a. manifestation of the lofty ideal of 
service which is the secret of the greatness 
of Britain. Inspired, not by the desire 
for gain, but by pride in their work and 
zeal for the weifare of the community, the 
members of the Law Society have upheld 
justice and freedom. 
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PRINCE ON SPION KOP. 


VISIT TO SOLDIERS’ GRAVES. 


From tae Press AssociaTIOn’s SPECIAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 
LADYSMITH, June 2. 

Our first engagement in. Natal gave the 
Prince the simple and warm-hearted recep- 
tion which had been expected, after which a 
most strenuous day was spent. Motoring 
out to the scene of the fighting and the 
battle and siege of Ladysmith, His Royal 
Highness climbed up the boulder-strewn 
kopje, and inquired with the keenest interest 
for every detail of the operations. He 
listened with the deepest interest to the 
reminiscences of Admiral Sir Lionel Halsey, 
who, as a Naval lieutenant, brought up three 
twelve-pounder Naval guns, and with the 
third shot obtained a direct hit at the Boer 
position, completely destroying it. 
From there the Prince proceeded to the 
beautiful little cemetery, where lie the 
Englishmen who were killed and died in 
the glorious defence. 
In the afternoon the Prince proceeded 
eighteen miles by motor to Spion Kop, ac- 
companied by a small rty only. He 
clim a hill on foot, 1, feet, with fre- 
quent energetic runs, in which no one was 
successful in keeping up with him through 
the slippery veldt grass and uneven boulders. 
He then descended to the other side and 
climbed Spion Kop, where he walked among 
the graves of those who died there. 
In the gathering dusk we motored on to 
Colenso, thirty miles away, on the road 
through the veldt. The road was mostly 
excellent, but in a few parts there were 
exciting bumps and swerves while we climbed 
up the narrow mountain paths, and then 
descended the steepest gradients, finishing 
the last few miles of the winding route at 
speed through blinding dust, which, once 
after we had completed a wide horseshoe 
bend for some two miles, still. lay behind 
us, clearly visible ten feet from the ground. 
We are now en route for Durban.

Trooping the Colour. 


Many people are puzzled as to the 
meaning of Trooping the Colour, since it is 
a picturesque military ceremony carried 
out with a care and precision that appear 
to signify something quite out of the 
ordinary. It seems that it was originally 
a guard-mounting parade formed to do 
honour to the Colour. The Evening 
Standard says: ‘‘ The Guards paraded in 
the first instance without their officers and 
sergeants, who took up their positions on 
the saluting base in order to draw lots for 
their commands and to receive the parole 
for the day. The Colour was placed on a 
flank of the parade under charge of two 
sergeants. On the “ assembly ’’ sounding 
the officers and sergeants moved to their 
guards at the slow march. Then the right 
guard marched to the Colour and received 
it from the sergeant-major, returning in 
slow time to its position on the right of 
the line. The present-day ceremony 
descends directly from old-time custom.”

During the discussion Councillor M‘Laurin 
asked what position would they be in if the 
Managers closed the schools. He admitted 
that. some of the schools were unsuitable, but 
he pointed out that there were men in Bel- 
fast who had done more for the children of 
Belfast than Alderman Duff. 
| Councillor Wilson said that he thought 
that Alderman Duff, as a Scotsman, should 
attach more weight to the opinion of Ulster- 
men and women in relation to the schools. 

Councillor Hall Thompson repudiated the 
charge that there had been a desire on the 
part of the Committee for the transfer of 
schools, and cited the fact that thirty-six 
schools were offered to them. This showed 
a desire on the part of the managers to avai! 
themselves of the new order of things. Owing 
to the action of the Corporation earlier in 
that day the postponement of the expenditure 
of a sum of money would prevent the 
carrying out of alterations to schools this 
year, and 8,000 children of school age would 
be deprived of the means of education.

Mr. Blyth moved an etimate of £1,756,827, . 
less the vote on account, £588,000, in respect 
of superannuation and retired allowances. 
The total estimate for the year 1924-25 was 
£1,717,365. He said that 470 officers had 
been discharged on the change of Govern- 
ment. These included resident magistrates 
56, petty sessions clerks 305, Crown Solici- 
tors 23, Marlborough street Training College 
(which was closed) 53; various Local Go- 
vernment Board officials, such as commis- 
sioners, inspectors, auditors, etc., 12; officials 
of the Congested District Board, 2; Metro. 
politan police magistrate, 1; messengers and 
cleahers in the Supreme Court, 14; miscel-" 
laneous office, 23. 

There had been, he said, from time to 
time a great deal of discussion in regard to 
these discharges, and it had been suggested 
that a policy of wholesale discharges was 
being pursued with the object merely of pro- 
viding places for other people. Under the 
circumstances, it would have been impossible 
to pursue any other course in the matter of 
the old resident magistrates and petty ses- 
sions clerks, because if those men had been 
kept in the service it would have been diffi. 
cult for the Civic Guard to do their duty. 
As to the Crown Solicitors, it was simply 
a question of getting the confidence of the 
new Courts, so that it was necessary to get 
a new body of State solicitors to carry on. 
He thought the figures demonstrated that 
there was no such thing as dismissal for the 
purpose of putting in favoured people.

The shadow of the planet on the 
face of the ring can be seen, as well as the 
division, known as Cassini's, between the 
outer and inner ring, and, with a telescope 
of sufficient power, also the crape ring. From 
one to five satellites may be seen, ac i 
to the power of the telescope employed. 

The difficulty of seeing the Cassini division 
is due to the faintness of the outer ring. In 
a small te the observer often fails to 
see the outer ring altogether, or, if seen, fails 
to recognise it. Consequently the place of 
Cassini’s division is mistaken for the outer 
edge of the whole system. This, I think, is 
the real reason of so many with small instru- 
ments failing to see the division, which in 
itself is conspicuous enough.

The 
human figure is supposed to be grasping the 
Serpent in both hands, while its scaly length 
writhes across his body. ‘lhe stars of Serpens 
thus appear on both sides of Ophiuchus, the 
sole instance in the heavens of such an 
arrangement. 

West of the Meridian are Boótes, Libra and 
Virgo. Leo is beginning to set. In the East 
the most conspicuous figures are. Lyra, 
Cygnus and Aguila, with the three bright 
stars, Vega, Deneb and Altair. Pegasus and 
Aquarius are rising. In the North are the 
upper stars of Auriga, Perseus and Andro- 
meda, including the brilliant Capella. The 
always conspicuous Bear and Cassiopeia flank 
the Pole on the mght and left, respectively. 

The Milky Way, though hardly visible in 
the midsummer twilight, starts from the 
horizon immediately below the Pole, between 
the stars of Auriga and Perseus, traverses 
Cassiopeia, Cygnus and Aquila, to age out of 
sight of our latitudes in a specially brilliant 
knot, or, rather, cluster of knots, in Sagit- 
tarius. Numerous clusters are sprinkled over 
its course, notably in Cygnus and Aquila. 
Within the rightful borders of the latter lies 
the modern constellation, not now usually 
recognised, of Sobieski’s Shield. It is marked 
by an oval ring of small stars, outlining one 
of the gaps in the Galaxy, and close by a 
conspicuous knot in the same. Just outside 
the ring, and faintly visible to the naked we 
is ‘‘ Messier 11,’’ sometimes called the '' ild 
Duck” Cluster. It is a triangular mass of 
stars, like a flight of wild ducks or geese, 
with a brighter star at the point. It is a 
fine object for the telescope. Just above 
Altair is the tiny constellation of Sagitta, the 
Arrow, éasily identified as such. This is a 
guide to the “ Dumb-Bell’’ nebula, another 
ood object for. a small eas sl but the 
help of a star atlas is very desirable for 
locating it.
